Paris,,'Sept. 8.—-By taking the offensive between Nanteuil- 


le-Handoin and Verdun the army, of the allies have driven the 
German advance guard to the'main army all along the 160 
mile battle line. The German right wing has fallen back at 
least ten miles. Gen. .loffre, the French commander-in-chief, 
and Field Marshal Sir John French, commander of the British 
forces, are in active command of the forces of allies. 


The French war office announced today that the offensive 


campaign of the Germans had met with a decided check. 


The French military experts are anxious for the allies to 


engage the Germans in a decisive battle. • -• 


A London dispatch says: 
"The news contained in the French official communication 


that the Germans had fallen back before the vigorous advance 
by the allied troops on the-line from Nanleuil-le-Haudoih to 
Verdun indicates that the Anglo-French forces have got on the 
flank of the German right wing, which passed by Paris on the 
north and was marching eastward to join with the Crown 
Prince's army coining south." 


It has been suggested by military experts that Gen. Von' 


(Click's movement lo the southeast was taken as a matter of 
precaution before the movement by the allies from the coast. 
It is possible this new army which has reached Nanteuil-le- 
Haudouin, thus getting on Gen. Von Kuck's flank. The en- 
gagement look place Sunday, and that evening the Germans 
began their retirement.
